BRODETSKY, in particular, has just delivered himself of a long 
apologia for the Agreement. It is impossible, within the 


limited space of a leading article, to deal with all his points, 
seriatim, nor is it very necessary to do so, for, in his concluding 
remarks, Professor BRODETSKY admits that the Haavarah is a 
dirty business, or, to use his own words, “an unclean thing.” 
Such transactions, as a rule, lend themselves only to summary) 
exposure and not to lengthy argumentation. 

BRODETSKY whether or no Jews from 
Germany are to be helped to escape from the country in order 
to settle peacefully in Palestine. Our answer is that we do not 
oppose assistance for Jewish individuals or families p:ning to 
leave Germany, but we prefer that the help should be clean. 
‘We object to the transfer of their assets in the form of the 
products of German factories and German employment. We 
say that that is aiding and comforting one of the most savage 
oppressions even in Jewish history. It dishonours and defiles 
us. It shame; us in our own eyes and un-mans us. It is a 
blow to our pride and a shock to our morale and self-respect 
at a time when weare most direly in needof the strengthening of 
these qualities. It also disheartens us, for it breaks the united 
Jewish boycott front, a front, let it not be forgotten, with 
which Gentile syimpathisers are also aligned. 

It is a distressing reflection that into the Yishuyv there 
flowed, last year, total imports from Germany amounting 
to one and two-thirds millions, and that the Jewish share was 
probably about a million. There is little balm in the calcula- 
tion that over a quarter-of-a-million pounds of the entire total 
represented the value of imported “used personal effects.” 
The balance that remains is bad enough. Rachmanut ts all 
very well, and we are the last to belittle it. But Rachmanut 
has never saved our people, and will. The boycott 
offered Jews the first real weapon they have ever had, thanks 
to the modern development of international trade. The 
Haavarah dashes that weapon from their hands. ‘The Haavarah 
has actually exerted itself, if our information be correct, to 
promote an increase of the purchase of German products. in 
Palestine. 

Professor BRODETSKY pooh-poohs these objections. Lie 
argues that the Haavarah brings into Palestine only an insigni- 
ficant part of the total German exports. The argument would 
be true of a country like Britain. It is demonstrably false of a 
land like Germany which is trembling on the verge of economic 
collapse, and where every assistance, however small, lent by Jews 
helps to stave off the evil day. Even our critic admits that the 
transfer does confer a benefit on Germany— an outlet 
for some manufacturers and their employees is provided reg 
though iti is only “a small advantage '—the old servant girl 
excuse that it is only a little ’un."””

other, and there seems. at firs! sight, good warrant for this belief. 


Think of those courageous and inspiring speeches at the Church 


Assembly against the German persecutions. Look at the League of 
Nations, the concrete expression of the world’s passion for peace, 
Yes, the dove does seem to ba hovering somewhere Nevertheless, 
we are bound, if we are honest, to recognise that its appearances are 


fitful, and that it is, alas. a shy and timid bird. 


HE present is not the first occasion on whic! ringimg denuncia 
tions of oppression have come from great ecclesiastics. I 
myself, like mauy others, have lingering memories of the out- 
spoken deliverances of great Christian Ecclesiastics during 
the Tsarist persecutions. out their eloquence has not given 
us human harmony, or made the world safe for Jews and other 
minorities to live in, and lasting peace is still to seck. The ethical 
factor of which Mr. Harris speaks is still the band-maiden o! 
expediency, as diplomats see if. During two years of unbridled 
German savagery, the late Prime Minister remained silent. And the 
League of Nations? Heaven forbid that | should decry or belittle 
this great experiment. But do let us be frank about it. It has yet to 
establish itself as an efficient instrument of peace, as recent events 
most painfully show. . With all my heart and soul, [hope itmay. But 
consider this. All the appeals in support of the League are based on 
fear, and hardly ever on human love! We are warned of what may 
betide if war should come again, aud the grizzly terrors of war are 
pressed into service to terrify us into backing what is represented as 
the only chance of salvation—the League. Can peace on these terms 
—a jungle truce—be relied upon toendure? Some people may say 
that, after all, that is what happens in the internal life of nations. 
Citizens are warned that the only guarantee of individual! life ind 
property is the forswearing of violence, and its punishment in due 
course. Nevertheless, violence is practised: Can we be sure that 
an appeal to all nations to abjure war in the interests solely of the 
safety of each one of them, will not be subject to the like defiances 
that occur in the internal affairs of peoples, even when supple- 
mented by an appeal to the Ten Commandments? And, if so, what 
becomes of the fear-inspired peace ? 


“THERE are only two factors that could give us the better sort of 
peace, the peace dictated by love, and not by terror 
—religion and education. Both have signally failed. Church, and 
Synagogue too, bless the banners of nations at war. The [talian 
clerics blessed the Abyssinian adventure; and so long as clerical 
poltroonery and casuistry continue, so long will religion fail and, 
let me add, so long will atheists continue to be manufactured whole- 
gale! Education? I was present at a discussion on that subject 
recently, arranged by a well-known Jewish body. I heard ‘there 
one definition of the functions of education which is calculated to 
set oue thinking. Tie object of education, it was said, is to train 
children to form a social judgment. If that be true, then education 
has,.in too many cases, forgotten its duty, and betrayed us. It has 
perverted its function to the length that we see in the anti-Jewish 
and anti-social text-books in the German schools, so that a 
conntry once reputed the most educated in the world is to-day 
the least capable of an ethical social judgment. Education 
has so warped the social judgment of many men that whole nations 
can surrender their better minds and natural instincts into the 
possession of Dictators, become spellbound by militarism, and, in 
one instance, be bamboozled into marching against a fellow-member 
of the League of Nations. The discussion to which I have nye 
took on, im part, 2 psycho-analytical- colour, There was muc 
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talk of the frustrations of love and hate, of repressed fears and 
anxieties. We were told that it is easy to summon hatred from the 
Vasty deep of the sub-conscious—and Hitlerism is bitter testimony 
to that truth. “If you want to start a movement,” argued one 
speaker, “ give the people something to bate.’ Very likely. Many 
agitators, and not alone in Germany either, have seized on that 
principle of unscrupulous demagogv. 


UT it was suggested that the masses should. be educated out of 
these dangerous repressions. Tie question is: why has not 
this already been attempted? And the conclusion is that education 
has failed us. tn fact, as I listened to the debate, | rather began to 
ask myself in what directions education had succeeded at all, and 
whether the educators really knew what they were driving at! 
One heard lots about the faulty training in the schools, about over- 
specialisation, to the exclusion of wider knowledge, about lack of 
co-ordination of various subjects, and so on; and presently a sort of 
competition started in which well-known members of the Com- 
munity, University men, staked out rival claims to be the biggest 
ignoramus alive. Inthe end, 1 was driven to the conclusion that 
education in this country was, at best, a chaos, and, at worst, a myth! 
[ was fortified in this melancho!y inference by G. K. Chesterton's 
teaching that all of us in England are educated. most of us wrongly. 
Aud since then there has been that startling, though diverting 
report on an examination into examinations’! Well, does all 
this mean that “Peace on earth, goodwill to men” is a mirage, 
and that we had better call off the pursuit and settle down to 
grim realities—strife, armaments, war without end? One could 
not acknowledge such defeat without bidding good-bye to human 
hopes and denying a Divine scheme of things and God Himself, 
ft does follow that because religion and education have belied 
or bemuddied their objects in the past, that they must of necessity 
go on doing so, God's witness remains—the voice of the Jewish 
prophets echoing down the ages. Cunnot the teachers of religion 
be shamed into doing the duties of their office? I do not believe 
that that is impossible. I profoundly trust that it is not. Their 
hearts may be stubborn and their readiness to shout too often with 
the mob,.intense. But the stand for the League taken by the 
leaders of the Anglican Church on the eve of the Abyssinian War, 
shows that a truer conception of the function of religion is, at any 
rate, coming to birth in Britain. 1 


" [PHERE is one direction in which both religion and education 
can exert their power to save us from international rancours 
[refer to the ideal of nationality. It is with mistaken notions 
about what constitutes a nation or patriotism that many if not 
most of the perils to peace reside. After all, as has often been 
pointed out, nations or national states, in the modern sense of the 
words, on!y came into existence after the Renaissance. As a very 
interesting new book-— Europeans,” by Julian Huxley, A. C. 
Haddon, and A. M. Carr-Saunders’—reminds us, the Nation-State is 
a modern conception and product, the result of certain social and 
economic circumstances. “The family has extended some of its age- 
old glamour to that wholly different and much newer aggregate, the 
national unit.’ And from the talk of “family” bas come talk. of 
common and nobler origin and common and nobler blouod, with 
results destructive to all sentiments of human brotherhood. 
The writers of this book pour ridicule on these vain and haughty 
assumptions. Historically, they tell us, all the great modern 


‘ nations are known to be the resultants of amalgamations of many 


tribes and of many waves of iminigration. As for “ blood," “ the use 
of this word as equivalent to ‘relationship’ is in itself based on an 
elementary biological error.” There is no coutinuum of actual 
blood between parent and offspring. In short, “ the actual physical 
kinship, which is frequently suggested as the basis of group-con- 
sciousness, culminating in so-called ‘race-feeling ' must be fictitious.” 
As a watter of fact, very many human activities, aspirations and 
emotions have contributed either naturally or artificially to build 
up the great synthesis that we term a nation; language, religion, 
art, law, even food, gesture, table-manners, clothing and sport,all play 
their part.” These are the truths that our teachers, lay and religious, 
have to impart. They have to be disseminated on a wide scale. It 
is absurd to leave the field to the German propagators of the crazy 
stuff called “racial hygiene.” A nation, we are told, has been 
cynically but not inaptly defined as “a society united by a common 
error as to jts origin and a common aversion to its neighbours.” 
When we-ha cleansed the minds of men of such false doctrine, 
when Hegel'sdeified State has fallen from its pedestal, and when 
we have tratmpled down the barbarian theory expounded even by a 
man like Sir Edmund Gosse, and, of course, echoed by others like 
Mussolini, that war is the “ great scavenger of thought... the red 


etream of whose blood acts as ‘the Condy's fluid’ that cleans outs. 


. . . the miserable poltroonery of ‘sheltered’ life,” then, and 
perhaps then alone, shall we at least have made a start with the 
excommunication of war ; and the Christinas bells would sound more 
convincing. Can the schoolmaster and the preacher between them 
do it?

The Berlin Correspondent of the Mancuester GUARDIAN writes 
that “all preparations are being made by the National Socialist Party 
for furthe: and intensified bovye Ott measures acainst Jewish Grms 
or firms employing Jews, should the Party give the word of command 
A lengthy and detailed questionnaire, Lam mformed, ts being sent by 
the Party to firms. who are required under sworn allidavit to give 
detailed information upon their ownership and whether theré is any 
Jewish participation, either iit proprietorship, capital,. cr staff. 
Thirteen series of questions are asked. They melude : 

“ Proprietor or proprietors, partners and sleeping partners, with names, 
positions held in the firm, whether ‘Aryan’ or ‘ now-Aryan,’ and whether, 
in. case of the former, they are membere of the Nazi Party, with date ot 
membership. 

“Names of persons in the firm’ with power of attorney, thei position in 
the firm, whether *‘ Aryan’ or not, and whether members of the Nazi Party. 

“ Members of Boards of Directors, names and position in the firm, whether 
‘Aryan, and whether-members of the Nazi Party. 

“Full details as to the holdere of the company's capital, whether it is "in 
the hands of individuals, partly or wholly, banks or other financial institutions, 
details of persons having voting rights at shareholders’ mectines. In case of 
ownership or part ownership by individuals, whether the capital is their own 
or whether they are acting as trustees for others. 

“If the firm 1s owned by a trust or holding company, with full detai's. 

” if loreiuen capital 1s Invested in the firm or whether the firm uses fore er 
credits, full details as to the foreign creditors and shareholders to be given. 

“What products the firm imports from abroad. 

“Average number of employees; how many * non-Aryans’ are amony 
them. 

“The time and manner in which the firm was brought into conformity, 
with the principles of National Socialism as aflect ng business, including 
changes in the administrative personnel and capital ownership since 
January, 1933.

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BUTTER AND EGG SHORTAGE 
Sale by Jews Prohibited 


With the food situation in Germany getting worse from day to 
day, it is expected that Jews will soon be entirely prohibited from 
selling foodstuffs and running grocery and butter and egg stores. All 
Jewish-owned butter and egg stores im the City of Stuttgart have been 
closed by the authorities, according to the German Press, which reports 
that the elimination of Jews from this field is proceeding rapidly 
and that. in Berlin, numerous Jewish stores have been offered for sale. 

The elimination of Jews from the grocery business 1s compara- 
tively simple, since the entire distribution of foodstuffs:is under the 
direct control of the Reichsnihrstand—a federal office established: by 
the Government for the purpose of “ securing food for the German 
people.” This office has recently been cutting off supplies trom Jewish 
wholesalers, apparently in aecordance with a policy of making it 
impossible for Jews to handle food, The ANGRIFF, In an article 
entitled “What is the National Socialist Econome Policy,” states 
that National Socialism puts politics before economics. In the words 
of the ANGRIFF: ~ Our economic poley is considered as being inh 
accordance with National Socialism, only if it gives preference to 
Germans. To achieve this end everything else must be sacrificed.”

“Any Stick is Good Enough 


In reply to enqiuries from foreign correspondents about the drive 
started against foreign, and especially Polish Jews, in Germany, the 
German authorities, though refraining from issuing an official denial.

Between 1910 and 1925 the munber of foreign Jews ‘increased to 
107.000, about 9.000 of whom left the country before 1933. Of all 
the foregn Jews m Germany. 56.000 are Polish citizens and 20.000 
are Staatenlos, having no citizenship.

The Olympic Games 


British Move for Withdrawal 


Vote in the French Chamber 


The Amateur Athletic Association of Great Brit 
by the National Workers’ Sports Association to 
1936 Olympic Games in Berlin, on the ground that in Germany all 
sport is controlled by the Nazi Government. All athletic clubs 
affihated to the A.A.A. are being invited by the Workers’ Sports 
Association to join in the requisition for a special meeting, at which 
it would be proposed: “ That the spirit which prompted the organisa- 
tion of the Olyimpic Games cannot be forwarded by participation at 
the 1936 Olympic Games in Berlin, and this meeting instructs thie 
Association to withdraw its support and withhold thy 
mission to any of its members who mav make an appleation for a 
permit to compete.” 

In a covering letter, Mr. George H. Elvin, Secrétarv of the 
Workers’ Sports Association, states that wihule politics do not 
country interfere with sport, thie reverse is the case with the German 
sovernment, and he adds: “ It 1932, a sporting tour 
arranged by this Association. The clubs against which it was to 
compete have been suppressed, and Many O1 the leaders put in con- 
centration camps, and Catholic and Protestant organisations are not 
permitted to engage in sport unless they are willing to attiliate with the 
Nazi-controlled sports clubs.” By holding the Games in Germany, 
Mr. Elvin says, it is impossible to achieve their true spirit as defined 
by the International Olympic Committee—* a festival of youth, of 
service and value to sport, to the friendship of the peoples and to the 
ennobling of humanity.” 

A protest against the voting of 900.000 francs for French partic- 
pation was made to the Chamber of Deputies last week during a 
discussion on the estimates for the Ministry of Health by M. Jean 
Longuet, a Socialst deputy. M. Longuet said that “we are ready to 
hold out a hand to working and proletarian Germany, but not to 
Hitlerist Germany.” M. Lafont, Minister of Health, declared that the 
question was i purely sporting tatter. In any case, he said, the 
Chamber will have to vote further grants for the Games themselves, 
the present grant being only for the equipment of the. teams. 
M. Longuet’s challenge was defeated by 419 votes agaimst 161.

The recent publication of a novel by the celebrated German 
writer, Lion Feuchtwanger, dealing with the historical situation of the 
Jews in the time of Josephus reminds us of the great Jewish historian. 
We do not, as a rule, emphasise the other side of Josephus, his con- 
tribution to the literature of Jewish Apologetics. His treatise against 
Apion remains to this day a valuable record of Jewish hatred and 
how to refute it. As we take leave of Chanucah and its lessons of 
anti-Jewish prejudice, we may dwell a little upon the campaign of 
attack which the centuries have levelled against the Jew and see in 
the answer of Josephus the foundation of Israel's apology to the 
rations. 

The beginnings of Jewish hatred are as old as the separation of 
the Jews themselves. The passage in the Book of Esther. which 
describes them as a people with distinct laws and customs, has formed 
the text for all succeeding persecutors. It is open to argument 
whether such attacks should be answered or ignored. Silence is some- 
tunes a counsel of wisdoin lable to be misunderstood. The Stoic 
bids us keep silence in the face of attack. One reply leads to another, 
and argument to counter argument, so that often a wider publicity 
is given to a small matter than its own unportance merits. Trivial 
paragraphs in newspapers, occasional utterances of nobodies, and such 
ike would often fail to penetrate the light of day did not an over 
sensitiveness ferret them out. Who would have heard of Apion to-day 
had not Josephus written his treatise in reply? And we do not 
always have the nght Josephus ready to hand. 

Josephus set about his defence in two ways.

First he takes the 
He traverses the ground covered 
by Greek writers showing how references to the Jews are capable of 
misunderstanding. The silence of the Greeks on many pomts he 
attributes to the geographical position of the Jews. He cites the testimony 
of Egyptian, Babylonian and Phoenician historians to prove the 
Hebrew antiquities to be anterior to those of the Greek, and he 
refutes the false tales told by Manetho and other Greek historians 
regarding the Exodus. A great case can be made out for the Jews 
if one alone considers the part they played in history, their mingling 
with nations arid their contributions to world affairs. This alone 
would be worthy of respect and a complete answer to their detractors. 
This is the method adopted in the first of the two books against 
Apion—the argument from

Jews were not a people with a maritime country, nor did they delight 
in commerce or such intercourse with other men as was the result of 
commerce; the cities of the Jews were remote fromm the sea, they 
had a fruitful country which they sought to develop. “Our principal 
care,” he says, “is to educate our children well, and to observe the 
laws, and we consider the chief business of our lives to keep that 
religion which has been handed down to us.” Tins passage ts often 
quoted to show the value we place upon education and to’ rebut the 
charge that the real natural bent of the Jew ts towards commerce. 
The remaining portion of the work is an elaborate statement of Jewish 
laws and principles. He stresses the Divine unity, he makes claim” 


for our work for the common good of humanity, our respect for 


parents, our care for the stranger, the sanctity of marnage and the 
purity which our laws promote. All this in contrast with the Greek 
vague rationalistic conceptions of the deity which cannot stimulate 
allegiance such as Judaism receives. It is an exalted panegyric ending 
with the well-known passage: “We are become the teachers of other 
men in the greatest number of things and these the most excellent; 
for what is more excellent than unshakable prety? What is more just 
than obedience to the laws, and what more acvantageous than 
mutual love and concord? To despise death in war, and in peace to 
apply ourselves to art and agriculture, knowing that God directs 
everything? If others had preached these principles and practised 
them we should have become their disciples and owed them our 
gratitude. But it is evident that the Jews have made more use of 
these than other men, and if we have proved that we imvented them, 
then let Apion and such like, who delight im faisehoods, listen and 
stand confuted.” 

The libels refuted by Josephus still live on. We do not know 
if thev will ever die. Tacitas, who wrote his history some time later, 
repeated the charges with added venom. He has had many followers. 
Not the argument from history nor the hterary defence will pierce 
the armour of this class of assailant. The Jew hater does not base 
his attack on facts nor does he succurmb to argument. Prejudice dies 
hard if it ever dies at all. Perhaps the strongest of all argument is the 
Jewish life and its persistence in spite of all attacks. Chanucah has 
recalled stirring times: in Jewish history when martyrs cheerfully bore 
their crown for the right to live the Jewish life. History is only of 
value when in addition to stimulating our glory in the deeds of our 
ancient worthies, it inspires us to cherish what they died to preserve,

The Transfer Agreement 
PROFESSOR BRODETSKY'S ANALYSIS 
AN UNPLEASANT BUT NECESSARY TASK 


Professor Dr. Selig Brodetsky, Head of the Political Departmen! 
of the Zionist Organisation, delivered an address on ‘“* The aedee 
Agreement ”’ before members of the Anglo-Palestinian Club, Warren 
Street, W., on Thursday of last week. Mr. Maurice Arram presided. 

Dr. Brodetsky selected three questions in connection with the 
Transfer Agreement: 1, Whetker or no Jews from-Germany are to be 
helped to escape from Germany to settle in Palestine; 2; whether or no 
this escape is to be made possible for a proport 
an arrangement which tranfers a certain 
Palestine in the form of merchandise; 3, whether thi should be the 
private concern of each individual emigrant, or should be 
under the control, of the supreme Jewish national in 
Agency.

He 
agreed with the latter view The advantace which Germany got from 
the deal was that the share of so many Jews in the German cconomi 
system was hquidated and an outlet for we manufacturers -and their 
employees was provided But the advantage whi ‘h the Jews received 
was greater than that recetved by Germany. For thousands. Haavaral 
was the only hope ol escape from Germany His conseienc® would: not 
permit him to support the destruction of that hope. In any case, tens 
of thousands of pounds had been sent into Germany by Jews. for the 
relief of German Jewry. As regards the importation of German goods 
into Palestine which resulted from Haavarali, and the necessity of there 
being relations with the German Government, this was a discustine 
inevitably. 
Bulk of Imports not German 

Professor Brodetsky then pointed out the obvious dangers of 
individual action im the transference of capital in. the shape of good- 
to Palestine and the necessity for a carefully orgamsed scheme of contro! 
He scouted the assertions backed up by maccurate figures which sought 
to prove that the bulk of wuports into Palestine were, as a result of 
Haavarah, German. He nientioned, incidentally, that there were 
flounshing Communities of non-Jewish Germans, sympathetic witl, 
Nazism, living in Palestine, one fiear Haifa and one near Te!l-Avi 
In -actual fact. the amount of German unports into Palestine through 
Haavarah were less than one five-hundredth of the total of Germany's 
exports to all countnes. In reviewing the work accomplished by 
Haavarah up to October last, he said that for many of the Jews who were 
thus able to transfer capital to Palestine, the money thus transferred 
did not represent the sums of a thousand pounds required to secure 
admission, because for some time im the past, Jews had not been 
prevented from taking the necessary thousand pounds out of German) 
But in the future he assured lis audience that the transfer activities 
of Haavarah would be devoted practically only to these mitial thousand 
pounds. As to the allegation that British trade was being pushed out ot 
Palestine by German trade through Haavarah activities, he said that 
despite assertions in the Press he had not yet discovered any anxiety on 
this score on the part of the British Government, which, on the contrary) 
showed sympathetic interest in Haavarah. As for the disproportionate! 
large increase of German unports tto Palestine recently, Professo 
Brodeteky answered this by pointing to India where a similar increase 
of imports from Germany as against that from Britain had been reported 

Detailing the possible abuses against which Hauavarah guarded, he 
recalled that Concress had forbidden Haavarah to be used for the pur 
poses of conducting ordinary trading business between Germany and 
Palestine, though, said Professor Brodetsky, he himself thought there 
was something to be said for the view that there would be nothing wrong 
in this. He gave details of the actual working of Haavarah and said 
that not more than £4,000 could be dealt with for any individual trans- 
ferer, the first thousand im cash, the second thousand likewise when 
possible, and the remainder in Palestine securities. Only a reasonable 
service charge was made. Palestine industries were safeguarded. Com- 
petition with British goods was as fur as possible avoided. In conclusion 
he said: ‘‘ The Haavaral is an unclean thing, but unclean thimgs must 
be handled sometimes, in order to make cleanliness and humanity prevail, 
We Jews are forced to touch this unclean thing. It ts. our duty to 
organise the touching of the unclean thing under carefully supervised 

ago course of a debate which followed. Dr. Brodetsky’s address, 
Mr. Harry Samuels said that during the two-and-a-half years when the 
rest of Jewry was fighting Germany with the boycott, in Eretz Yisrael 
there had been growing up a tremendous goodwill for German goods, 
upon which the Zionist Executive had looked with indifference. He con- 
sidered: that Tur Jewisu Curonicie, in its articles on the subject, had 
voiced the reaction of the ordinary Jew to this state of affairs. 

Mr. A. L. Easterman maintained that goods sent from Germany to 
Palestine had to be replaced in Germany and provided employment 
there—which helped to maintain the regime. He did not doubt that 
the meagre results of the boycott were due im no small measure to the 
example which the Zionist Executive had set. } : 

The Chairman and others participated in the discussion, some ok 
ing in support of, others against, the Transfer Agreement, ar r.

Consider the economic aspect first. Jews 
are wont to be found in just those callings which are the target of 
Soviet policy ; Jews tend to belong to the nuddle-classes. That at 
once puts them mana position ot disadvantage in Soviet. Russia. 
then there is the younger generation; they are educated on Soviet 
principles, and grow up members of the Comrunist Party. 

Politically, Jews enjoy the same nghits as all other citizens. As 
Jews they suffer ne discrnnination. Lf thus discrimination does exist. 
it is against a particular social class, not against any race or any 
religious community. Moreover, as a minority, the Jews enjoy certain 
privileges. They possess their own schools, with Yiddish as the 
language of mstruction; where they are numerous enough, they may 
have their own Soviets (there were 167 Jewish Soviets in 1929); a 
number of the Universities have Yiddish sections; there are. torty- 
five Jewish judicial districts in which pleas are made m= Yiddish. 
Viddish is regarded as the national language of the Jews; Hebrew as 
a foreign language. 

So far so good. 
in Soviet Russia as a hurnan being, as a Jew he must perish. ‘The 
campaign against religion and against God was directed not against 
one religion, but against all. Churches and Synagogues were ahke 
seized to be turned into club houses for workers and other similar 
institutions. Only the old retain their devotion to religious 
practice; the young, Jew and Gentile together, are scornful of these 
things. 

What of anti-Semitism? There is certainly no othcial counten- 
ancing of this hate. But it raises its ugly head nevertheless. It is 
asserted that Jewish workmen in factories and Jewish children in 
schools are made to suffer for being Jews. This tends to increase the 
extent of Jewish disabilities in Soviet Russia still more. What is the 
result? Unemployment and misery among the Jewish masses. But 
at any rate, as Mr. and Mrs. Webb write : 

‘“‘Men and women, irrespective of conformation of skull or pygmenta- 
tion of skin, even including the occasional Afmcan Negro adimtted from 
the United States, may associate freely with whom they please; travel in 
the same public vehicles and frequent the same restaurants »nd hotels ; 
sit next to each other in the same colleges and places of amu «nent; 
marry wherever there is mutual liking ; engage on equal terms im any 
craft or profession for which they are qualified."’ 

The contrast will not be lost on: discerning people. They will 
realise that by implication here 1s set down conditions in barbaric 
Germany side by side with those in Soviet Russia. It may be we 
inconvenient problem for Jews to pouder this contrast. But ponderec 
it must be. In Germany the lot of the Jew 1s hopeless. Phe merciless 
pressure—political, social and, above all, economic—will drive the 
Jews to destruction. There can be no escape. But suppose some 
German Jews were to be transplanted to Soviet Russia. At any er 
ds human beings they might save their lives. The price they wou 
be forced to pay would be the loss of their Jewishness. i

South London Experiment : 

Matters connected with tlie proposed Regional Ministry in South 
London and with the vacancy for a Minister-Secretary at Brixton 
Synagogue, which were dealt with in the Executive’s report, were 
discussed. Resolutions empowering the Executive to proceed in 
these matters were subinitted. 

Sir Robert Waley Cohen said ‘that there were quite a number of 
Synagogues in South London. The United Synagogue should provide 
very amply for the Jewish life in these scattered districts. That 
was why the Executive Committee came to the conclusion that: this 
would be a good occasion on which to try to bring into being that 
scheme which the Council received so enthusiastically a few years 
ago—of creating a Regional Ministry where a man of standing and 
experience might survey and supervise the whole activities of a 
number of Synagogues scattered in a region that could be reasonably 
reached with modern methods of transport. They hoped to see that 
scheme worked out within a few months. Sir Robert then moved the 
relative resolutions.

It is full? expected that Dr. Masaryk’s tolerant policy will be 
carried on by his successor. In a2 statement to the Jeivish 
Telegraphic Ageny, Deputy Angelo Goldstein declared that all 
Jewish circles in the country were gratified at Dr. Benesh's election, 
since it assured the continuation of the internal policy pursued by 
the last President. Dr. Benesh’s Deputy Goldstein 
declared. also meant that the Government would cont:nue to 
support the Jewish National liome and the rights of the Jewish 
refugees nt the international forum of the League of Nations. 
Jewish circles are also gratified at assurances given last week 
by the new Prime Minister, M Milan Hodza, representing the Agrarian 
Party. “The Czechoslovakian Government rejects racial anti-Semitism, 
and adheres to the principle of equality of rights for all citizens,’ 
the Prime Minister declared to a deputation of representatives of 
tlie Czechoslovakian Jewish Party. The Premter promised that 
the Czechoslovakian Government would give heed to the demands 
of the Jewish minority, and stated that there was no ground for 
fearing that the propcsed law for the protection of animals would

As you can see from the 
diagram, there are only 
three parts to this 
brassiere — two large 
pieces and a centre 
strap. This is a partica- 
larly’ adaptable type, 
crossing over as it docs 
at the back, and tying 
in front, and the 
measurements givenb 
here shoukl fit average 
bust sizes, although it is 
advisable to tack it and 
try on before machining. 

The centre strap 
measures 7 ins. long and 
4ins. at the widest part, 
and the side pieces are 
I8ins. long and Sins, 
wide. The centre strap 
should be lined with a 
firm cotton material to 
give the necessary stiffness, but the rest of the brassiere can be of single 
material only, unless you prefer to male the firmness general, 


USING YOUR SINGER 

First machine the gussets where indicate, and sew the side pieces 
on to the centre strap. Next line the strap with your firm material. 
Now bind the bottom edge of the brassiére, and finish the top edge wit) 
lace, net or ribbou. You will need a half-yard of ribbon for shoulder 
straps, and these should be sewn 5 ins. fromi the centre in front, and 4 ins 
along from the euds at the back. Tiny flowers look charming as a finish 
to the straps in front. Now make a tab 14 ins. wide by 1 in, deep, attach 
it to the centve frout of the brassiere, then sew two small pearl buttons in 
position, and make two elastic straps with button holes (as “B” in 
diagram), and sew them on to the ends of the side pieces. You should 
first make sure that the length is night. 

Should the brassiere tend to rise in front, you can add a short piece 
of elastic to the button-flap in front, which can be attached to your belt.

The Company's equipment in Java nas, during the last three years, been 
reduced sufheeytiy to bring it into line with the decline in the production of 
Molasses in the Island. Adequate provision to meet this reduction has been 
wade in past accounts. 

The Company's total holdings of Continental blocked currencies is not 
large, and ample provisions have been made to mect any losses likely to arise 
under this heading. 

The total sum which the Company last January invested in: English 
heeft Ssuvar tactories amounted to £254,000, but the book value of this 
investment has since been recluced hy £75,000, representing bonus distmbution 
and the proportion of dividends received during the yoar which represented 
proits accrued prior to acquisition. The conditions under which the Beet 
Sugar Industry will operate in the future have for some time past been the 
subject of nevotiations between the frovernment and a committee representing 
the beet factories. .The Government has announced its intention of intro- 
ducing, at- an early date, a Bill for the future regulation of the industry. 
The terms of the Bill are not vet known, but T have no reason to believe that 
they will be unsatisfactory from the Conipany’s point of view as shareholders 
in the industry. Your Directors attach great importance to the Company's

in the Molasses business, would have been able, even during the last two 
years, to earn anything for depreciation. 

Conditions are, therefore, not vet normal and I am satisfied that it is in 
the best interests of the Company that the present rate of depreciation should 
be maintained, if profits permit, for at least another year or two. This will 
vyreatly strenethen the Balance-sheet and justify a lower percentage for 
depreciation whenever rates of freight in future years happen to be less 
satisfactory than at sent.

headway. 

A year ago, in a circular letter dealing with the merger of the Taylor 
group with your Company, I stated that after careful examination of the 
trading fizures. there should be an amount of £122,510 available after the 
payment of interest and dividend on your prior charges. As you will see 
from the accounts, this proved a conservative estimate, as the amount 
available is actually £128,176. Included in this figure is a sum of about 
£9,000 profit on the sale ef investments, but this is offset by a non-recurring 
charge of a rather larger amount. 

A year ago I spoke with conlidence as to the outlook for your Company 
after the merger.’ We have only had six months’ trading under the new 
avreement, as we took over control on April Ist, 1935, but it is already 
evident that the step was a wise one and in the interests of all concerned. 
You will appreciate that economies arising from a merger of this sort can 
be considerable, but they take time to effect. During the year under review,

As regards the staff pension fund, 1 am sure shareholders will appreciate 
that results such as we have achieved can only arise from the efforts of a 
loyal and contented staff, and this side of our management receives our 
constant and sympathetic attention. A large number of your employees have 
been in our service for a very considerable length of time, and I feel sure 
that shareholders will agree that it is the Company's duty to look after the 
welfare and interests of these employees who have served the Company so 
well in the past. A pensions scheme is at the moment in course of pre - 
tion and the transfer of £30,000 to a staff pensions reserve fund should put 
the fund on a sound basis from its initiation,

A Future County Captain ? 
A FINE ALL-ROUNDER 


When a cricketer of the fame, ability and record of Cecil Parkin 
(of Lancashire) speaks of a ‘“‘fine young player, and as keen as mustard 
at the nets,” and goes on to suggest that this young man would make a 
keen skipper of a county eleven, 
then it may be conceded that the 
young man m question promises to 
make his mark at the national 
summer game. The praise and the 
suggestion have been made withm 
the past week or two, and their 
subiect is Mr. Keith Quas-Cohen, a 
popular young Manchester business 
man (to those au courant with com 
munal and philanthropic work m the 
Manchester district, the name of Jus 
family will need no further intro- 
duction). 

Mr. Quas-Cohen is a product of 
Clifton College and the University of 
Manchester (where he graduated in 
the School of Economics), and he 
was awarded his half-maroon tor 
ericket (the ‘“‘maroon’’ is the colow 
awarded at Manchester University 
for sporting prowess). Playing for 
two seasons. he was a member ol 
the team when Manchester won the 
English Umversities’ Cneket Cham 
pionship and the equivalent im 
cricket of the “‘Christie’’ Shield. Earlier in his career, he played for his 
House at Clifton and for **Curtis.”’ 

Outside the University, as an amateur, Mr. Quas-Cohen has played 
for Sale, a very strong team, cup-winners on several occasions, and he 
now plays for East Levenshulme in the Lancashire and Cheshire League. 
being second from top this vear m the batting and bowling averages. 
He was also chosen for the Lancashure Amateurs team against North 
Wales. Hjs play for the Manchester team (of which he ts a regular 
member) on the Lancashire Club Ground, where he has from time to 
time acted as captain, was no doubt the cluef cause of the attention and 
praise of Ceci! Parkin, under whose eye he would frequently come 

In the past three years, apart from regular weekly local club encket. 
Mr. Quas-Cohen has batted fifty times for the Club and Ground. His 
total runs were 810, at an average of 20.35; last season his aggregate 
was 249. with an average of 22.63, and his Inahest score was 75. ‘All 
rounders”’ are comparatively rare, so that the club which secures them 
is to be considered lucky, and Mr. Quas-Cohen’s bowling efiorts show 
promise of ‘‘all-round”’ ability--31 wickets m these same matches, at 
an average of 15.03. There is reason, from these figures, to understand 
Parkin’s recommendation that Mr. Quas-Cohen be given the chance of 
some games with the Lancashire County second cleven, and that he would 
make a keen and popular skipper fer next year. Physically, he seems 
also an ideal man for the game, easily six feet tall, with broad shoulders 
that can lend a powerful sweep to his bat, and proportionately long arms 
to give strength to his bowling. 

Mr. Kerth Quas-Cohen is on the reserve of officers, having been 
heutenant in the 60th Brngade, Terntorial Army He has long been 
interested in political matters. It ts worthy of note that his brother, 
Mr. Rufus Quas, who lives in the South of England, plays for the 
Midhurst Cricket Club and is on the Sussex County Cnicket Club 
Committee.
